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Grain Rumors Set Off Buying Spree

Rumors of new Soviet-American grain transac- 


tions touched off a buying spree Tuesday on the 
Chicago Board of Trade, as dealers recalled the 
sharp price increases that followed the U.S. sales of 
wheat, com and other grains exactly three years 
ago. 


The Department of Agriculture said it had heard, 


but could not confirm the rumors. The 
department's weekly review of world farm produc- 
tion and trade, issued Tuesday, made no mention 
of the Soviet Union's harvest situation, a key factor 
in determining how much grain the Russians might 
want. 


Deputy Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 


Richard E. Bell said USDA experts were working 
on a new analysis and that an updated Soviet 
harvest estimate is expected in a day or two. 


The editor of a Midwest trade publication who 


was one of the first to learn about the 1972 sales 
said he had not heard of any new purchases by the 
Soviets. 


Morton I. Sosland, editor and publisher of 


Milling & Baking News, said in Kansas City that the 
Russians had made arrangements to charter 15 
ships able to carry 25,000 metric tons each, but 
added that there was no guarantee the ships would 
be used for grain. Even if they were used for grain, 
Sosland said, they would be able to carry only 1.8 
million metric tons a year — less than the amount 
rumored to be involved in the new deals. 


In a related development, Senate investigators 


continued probing allegations of corruption in the 
grain inspection system. Representatives of the 
grain industry and grain inspectors urged Senate 
subcommittees not to approve a proposal giving the 
secretary of agriculture emergency powers to clean 
up the inspection system. 


The reports of the new grain deals, first 


published in two London newspapers, said the 
Soviet Union was making arrangements through 
third parties for ships to use in the possible 
transport 01 up to 10 million metric tons of grain — 


three million from Canada and seven million from 
the United States. 


It was not known how much of any particular 


type of grain would be involved hi the alleged 
deals, but the total would represent a relatively 
small fraction of the 1975 U.S. harvests. 


Activity was hectic on the Chicago Board of 


Trade where dealers buy and sell contracts for 
future delivery. The board limits the amount any 
commodity can rise or fall in a single session, and 
grain prices went up to the limit twice during the 
session, closing at the high level when buyers were 
unable to find anyone willing to sell. 


Wheat for delivery this month closed at $3.22 a 


bushel, up the 20 cents it was allowed to rise. In 
1972, before the grain sale, wheat sold for below $2 
a bushel. After the deals, it soared over $6 a bushel. 


Trading was a little calmer at the Kansas City 


Board of Trade, where prices rose almost the limit. 
Some experts said part of the rise was due to 
reports of fanners holding wheat, waiting for 
prices to go up.

Lincoln Using A Lot Less Water

Lincolnites are using less water this summer. 


Some 7 million to 20 million gallons a day less. 


And that's just fine with city officials who hope 


this season's lower water usage will continue so 
that mandatory rationing won't have to be imposed 
on city dwellers like it was last summer. 


On July 19 of last year the mayor declared a 


water emergency. Temperatures were stuck at the 
near 100-degree range, grass, gardens and flowers 
were withering, the Platte River, source of Lin- 
coln's water, was drying up. Lincolnites kept using 
up water, breaking all sorts of records. 


Under the emergency, people were forced to 


water lawns on either even-numbered or odd- 
numbered days. 


Public Utilities Director Lee Blocker says he 


doesn't think a watering'ban will have to be im- 
posed this year. People are just using less of the 
wet stuff. 


Blocker's not quite sure whether the lower 


usage so far can be attributed to a cooler, wetter 
spring, or to a concerted conservation effort or to 
an attempt to save money under the new water rate 
plan.

"It may be a combination of these,"'Blocker

He's convinced, however, there is a conserva- 


tion effort under way in Lincoln. From his trips 
around town, he's noticed that the lawns are "not 
quite a bright, lush green," which would indicate 
less lawn watering. 


And it's been property owners' penchent for 


keeping city lawns green which is the big culprit. 
City officials are attempting to convince people 
that a less than carpet-like k>wn. with watering only 
once a week, is acceptable. 


The recently enacted water rates were an 


attempt to get people to turn off the tap by 
pinching the pocketbook. The rates penalize water 
users for increased water consumption over a base- 
demand amount. 


"Water in Nebraska is not an inexhaustible 


resource," Blocker said. 


And, just maybe, he hopes, those new rates are 


writing. 


Hard To Judge 


But, he admits it is rather hard to judge why 


Lincolnites are using less water this summei. One 
big factor is the weather and rain, or the lack of it. 


A check with the record book shows that over 


the last five-year period, Lincolnites tended to use 
more water during months of hot, dry spells. 


For instance, this June, which was unsually 


wet, resulted in the lowest average daily usage over 
five years, at 32.2 million gallons per day. Last 
month the peak usage day was 67 million gallons. 
In June, 1970, the peak day ate up 75 million 


The all time mcr.i» for water usage was last 


July, which on Saturday the 13th ruptured the 
charts with a 97 million gallons figure. Blocker 
quickly points out that the figure is somewhat dis- 
torted since the city had banned watering on 
previous days. 


On July 7,1974, 74.6 million gallons of water 


were pumped into Lincoln, compared to 66.5 
million gallons a year later. The record book in- 
dicates that a hot July in 1970 resulted in higher 
water consumption on the 7th at 70.9 million 
gallons. Two years later, on July 7, 1973, 53.4 
million gallons were pumped. 


Down IB Algol 


Hie figures show that people use less water 


during August than the proceeding summer 


months. During August 1974, the peak day 
registered 55 million gallons pumped, compared to 
that 97 million-gallon day the month before. In 
August 1970, the peak day was 64 million-gallons. 


During last summer's drought and subsequent 


water rationing, city officials started talking about 
the amount of water used, instead of the amount of 
water pumped into Lincoln from wells in Ashland 
near the Platte River. 


In normal conditions, Blocker explained, usage 


and pumpage are the same. 


But last summer, Lincolnites started dipping 


into the city reservoirs, using more water than 
could be pumped into the city daily. 


Might Dry Up 


It was that situation which caused the concern, 


since there was a fear that Lincolnites would dry up 
the storage tanks. On that July 13th record-breaker 
alone, Lincolnites used up 15 million gallons out of 
the 70-mMon-gallon capacity storage tanks. 


While water consumption appears to be down 


this summer, Blocker said the test of whether Lin- 
colnites are actually conserving water will be 
recorded during the upcoming weeks. 


If water usage climbs, that means people have 


been using less water because of the cooler 
weather. But, he says, if the consumption con- 
tinues to level off, then Blocker belives people real 
ly are saving what he calls the peoples' most 
precious resources.

The USDA's Bell said there was a possibility that 


1975 Soviet grain output might drop below last 
year's harvest of 195.6 million metric tons. Bell 
added, however, that he did not believe Soviet 
grain production would drop as low as it did in 1972 
when the harvest was 168.2 million metric tons. 


Bell said he knew of no evidence that the 


Russians are about to buy large quantities of U.S. 
grain. He noted that U.S. exporters are only 


required to report sales of 100,000 tons or more 
within 24 hours after a major deal is completed. 


But he said that if U.S. crops are as large as 


expected this year, it would be "no real problem" 
to provide Russia with as much as five million 
metric tons each of corn and wheat. 


Spokesmen for two of the major U.S. grain 


dealers, Cargill and Cook Industries, said they did 
not know of the reported Soviet deals. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, asked about 


the prospect of new grain sales, he said only: "We 
want to sell all we can sell abroad this year because 
there will be a buildup in stocks." 


Butz said he doubted the Soviets would want as 


much as they did in 1972 when they purchased 19 
million metric tons of of grain, including one- 
fourth of the U.S. wheat crop. "Their crop situation 
is not like it was in 1972," he said. 


Soviet officials have made no mention of 


problems with their year's harvest or of purchases 
of grain, but reports of such purchases have been 
circulating in Moscow for some time.

Ford Men May Want 
Tax Cut For Business

Washington — The Ford administration told 


Congress Tuesday that it may propose corporate 
tax rate cuts along with breaks to encourage invest- 
ment. 


"Reductions in the rate of corporate tax are a 


sound and neutral'way to provide more capital and 
greater incentives to capital formation," Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon testified as the House 
Ways and Means Committee got down to serious 
work on tax reform legislation. 


Simon deferred specific recommendations on 


capital incentives until the end of the hearings this 
fall. His explicit proposals Tuesday were largely an 
endorsement of the reform bill approved by the 
committee last year, which never reached the 
House floor for action. 


He also renewed with urgency President 


Ford's proposal last month for special tax breaks to 
spur construction of electric power plants fueled by 


coal and nuclear energy instead of oil. 


Simon withheld any recommendation on 


extending into next year the temporary anti- 
recession tax reductions enacted this year. 


This question will be "evaluated later this 


year in the light of the prospects for the economy, 
the apparent need for stimulus and the other ac- 
tions taken by the Congress," he said. 


The administration is cool to the idea of exten-' 


ding the tax cuts for individuals but recognizes that 
Congress probably will extend them regardless. In 
fact, there is considerable sentiment in Congress 
for enacting additional tax cuts instead of just a 
straight extension. 


The tax reform bill approved tentatively by the 


committee last year, and endorsed in general by 
Simon Tuesday, would attempt to crack down on 
persons who pay little or no tax on high incomes 
because they take advantage of numerous tax 
preferences in the law.

Some 7 million to 20 million gallon s a day less. 
An d that’s just fin e with city officials who hope 
this season ’s lower water usage will con tin ue so 
that man datory ration in g won ’t hav e to be imposed 
on city dwellers like it was last summer. 
On July 19 of last y ear the may or declared a 
water emergen cy . Temperatures were stuck at the 
n ear KKklegree ran ge, grass, garden s an d flowers 
were witherin g, the Platte Riv er, source of Lin ­ 
coln ’s water, was dry in g up. Lin coln ites kept usin g 
up water, breakin g all sorts of records. 
Un der the emergen cy , people were forced to 
water lawn s on either ev en -n umbered or odd- 
n umbered day s. 
Public Utilities Director Lee Blocker say s he 
doesn ’t thin k a waterin g ban will hav e to be im­ 
posed this y ear. People are just usin g less of the 
wet stuff. 
Blocker’s n ot q uite sure whether the lower 
usage so far can be attributed to a cooler, wetter 
sprin g, or to a con certed con serv ation effort or to 
an attempt to sav e mon ey un der the n ew water rate 
plan . 
“It may be a combin ation of these,” 'Blocker 
said.

An d it’s been property own ers’ pen chen t for 
keepin g city lawn s green which is the big culprit. 
City officials are attemptin g to con v in ce people 
that a less than carpet-like lawn , with waterin g on ly 
on ce a week, is acceptable. 
The recen tly en acted water rates were an 
attempt to get people to turn off the tap by 
pin chin g the pocketbook. The rates pen alize water 
users for in creased water con sumption ov er a base- 
deman d amoun t. 
“Water in Nebraska is n ot an in ex haustible 
resource,” Blocker said. 
An d, just may be, he hopes, those n ew rates are 
workin g. 
Hard To Judge 
But, he admits it is rather hard to judge why 
lin coln ites are usin g less water this summei. On e 
big factor is the weather an d rain , or the lack of it. 
A check with the record book shows that ov er 
the last fiv e-y ear period, Lin coln ites ten ded to use 
more water durin g mon ths of hot, dry spells. 
For in stan ce, this Jun e, which was un sually 
wet, resulted in the lowest av erage daily usage ov er 
fiv e y ears, at 32.2 million gallon s per day . Last 
mon th the peak usage day was 67 million gallon s. 
In Jun e, 1970, the peak day ate up 75 million 
gallon s. 
The all time mon th for water usage was last 
July , which on Saturday the 13th ruptured the 
charts with a 97 million gallon s figure. Blocker 
q uickly poin ts out that the figure is somewhat dis­ 
torted sin ce the city had ban n ed waterin g on 
prev ious day s. 
On July 7,19 74, 74.6 million gallon s of water 
were pumped in to Lin coln , compared to 66.5 
million gallon s a y ear later. The record book in ­ 
dicates that a hot July in 1970 resulted in higher 
water con sumption on the 7th at 70.9 million 
gallon s. Two y ears later, on July 7, 1973, 53.4 
million gallon s were pumped. 
Down In August 
The figures show that people use less water 
durin g August than the preceedin g summer 


mon ths. Durin g August 19 74, the peak day 
registered 55 million gallon s pumped, compared to 
that 97 million -gallon day the mon th before. In 
August 1970, the peak day was 64 million -gallon s. 
Durin g last summer’s drought an d subseq uen t 
water ration in g, city officials started talkin g about 
the amoun t of water used, in stead of the amoun t of 
water pumped in to Lin coln from wells in Ashlan d 
n ear the Platte Riv er. 
In n ormal con dition s, Blocker ex plain ed, usage 
an d pumpage are the same. 
But last summer, Lin coln ites started dippin g 
in to the city reserv oirs, usin g more water than 
could be pumped in to the city daily . 
Might Dry Up 
It was that situation which caused the con cern , 
sin ce there was a fear that Lin coln ites would dry up 
the storage tan ks. On that July 13th record-breker 
alon e, Lin coln ites used up 15 million gallon s out of 
the 70-million -gallon capacity storage tan ks. 
While water con sumption appears to be down 
this summer, Blocker said the test of whether Lin ­ 
coln ites are actually con serv in g water will be 
recorded durin g the upcomin g weeks. 
If water usage climbs, that mean s people hav e 
been usin g less water because of the cooler 
weather, ^ t , he say s, if the con sumption con ­ 
tin ues to lev el off, then Blocker beliv es people real­ 
ly are sav in g what he calls the peoples’ most 
precious resources. Water.

But he said that if U.S. crops are as large as 
ex pected this y ear, it would be “n o real problem” 
to prov ide Russia with as much as fiv e million 
metric ton s each of com an d wheat. 
Spokesmen for two of the major U.S. grain 
dealers, Cargill an d Cook In dustries, said they did 
n ot kn ow of the reported Sov iet deals. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, asked about 
the prospect of n ew grain sales, he said on ly : “We 
wan t to sell all we can sell abroad this y ear because 
there will be a buildup in stocks.” 
Butz said he doubted the Sov iets would wan t as 
much as they did in 1972 when they purchased 19 
million metric ton s of of grain , in cludin g on e- 
fourth of the U.S. wheat crop. “Their crop situation 
is n ot like it was in 1972,” he said. 
Sov iet officials hav e made n o men tion of 
problems with their y ear’s harv est or of purchases 
of grain , but reports of such purchases hav e been 
circulatin g in Moscow for some time.

“Reduction s in the rate of corporate tax are a 
soun d an d n eutral* way to prov ide more capital an d 
greater in cen tiv es to capital formation ,” Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon testified as the House 
Way s an d Mean s Committee got down to serious 
work on tax reform legislation . 
Simon deferred specific recommen dation s on 
capital in cen tiv es un til the en d of the hearin gs this 
fall. His ex plicit proposals Tuesday were largely an 
en dorsemen t of the reform bill approv ed by the 
committee last y ear, which n ev er reached the 
House floor for action . 
He also ren ewed with urgen cy Presiden t 
Ford’s prop(» al last mon th for special tax breaks to 
spur con struction of electric power plan ts fueled by 


coal an d n uclear en ergy in stead of oil. 
Simon withheld an y recommen dation on 
ex ten din g in to n ex t y ear the temporary an ti­ 
recession tax reduction s en acted this y ear. 
This q uestion will be “ev aluated later this 
y ear in the light of the prospects for the econ omy , 
the apparen t n eed for stimulus an d the other ac­ 
tion s taken by the Con gress,” he said.

The admin istration is cool to the idea of ex ten -' 
din g the tax cuts for in div iduals but recogn izes that 
Con gress probably will ex ten d them regardless. In 
fact, there is con siderable sen timen t in Con gress 
for en actin g addition al tax cuts in stead of just a 
straight ex ten sion . 
The tax reform bill approv ed ten tativ ely by the 
committee last y ear, an d en dorsed in gen eral by 
Simon Tuesday , would attempt to crack down on 
person s who pay little or n o tax on high in comes 
because they take adv an tage of n umerous tax 
preferen ces in the law.

it take into account his obliga- 
tion to put statecraft before 
politics. 


Without specifically drawing a 


parallel, Ford thus forswore the 
secrecy, political espionage and 
sabotage that the Watergate in- 
vestigations showed to have 
marked the campaign approach 
of the Nixon White House. 


Strauss Comments 


The point was also drawn, 


coincidentally, by a statement 
that Robert S. Strauss, chairman 
of the Democratic National 
Committee, 
issued 
to 


acknowledge Ford's declaration. 


"Assuming he will be 


nominated," Strauss said of the 
President, "I look forward to a 
clean and vigorous campaign 
where the concerns, the 
priorities and different ap- 
proaches of the two parties are 
clearly defined." 


Aside from television 


cameramen and a few reporters, - 


the only witnesses to Ford's 
declaration were White House 
aides and the officers of the new 
President Ford Committee. The 
President's wife, Betty, was not 
present and then- 32-year-old 
son, Jack, was there in his 
capacity as an unofficial and un- 
paid White House intern.

Reagan 
Denies 
Reports 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Ronald Reagan denied public 
reports Tuesday that he is com- 
mitted to challenge President 
Ford for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1976. 


"It will be announced some 


time this year," the former 
California governor said about 
his possible presidential can- 
didacy. He told a sidewalk news 
conference after lunching at 
Hollywood's historic Brown Der- 
by restaurant that he had no 
desire to be his party's vice 
presidential candidate no matter 
who would occupy the top spot 
on the slate. 


"The GOP is almost lying 


dead in the water," he said of his 
party 
and added 
that 


Republicans must draw in in- 
dependent voters in 1976. 


He conceded that he was 


aware of a committee to in- 
vestigate his possible presiden- 
tial candidacy but termed "ab- 
solutely incorrect" published 
reports in Knight Newspapers 
that he has decided to run. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


staff of the new Federal Elec- 
tion Commission recommended 
Tuesday that political parties be 
prohibited from accepting 
thousands of dollars in free ser- 
vices at their national conven- 
tions. 


The cost of most of those ser- 


vices — hotel rooms, convention 
hall, automobiles and even 
police protection — traditionally 
has been picked up by cor- 
porations 


But the election commission 


staff advised the panel it 
believes such corporate con- 


tributions violate federal law. 
The commission began con- 
sidering the proposal Tuesday. 


In asking the commission for 


an advisory opinion, the 
Democratic and Republican 
National Committees noted that 
their 1972 conventions cost about 
$1.750,000 each exclusive of the 
donated services. 


Robert S. Straus, Democratic 


national* chairman, said it 
would be impossible to put an 
exact value on the free services 
"but they are very substantial." 


The 
commission had 


scheduled an open meeting to 
consider the staff recommenda- 
tion. But after a brief debate it 
voted 4 to 2 to study the proposal 
in private. There was no indica- 
tion how quickly the panel 
would act. 


Chairman Thomas B. Curtis, 


former Republican congressman 
from Missouri, opposed closing 
the meeting. "It's important to 
let the public be educated right 
along with the commission," he 
said. 


But the majority, led by Vice 


Chairman Neil Staebler, former 
Democratic congressman from 


Michigan and Robert 0. Tier- 
nan, former Democratic con- 
gressman from Rhode Island, 
argued that the discussion would 
be freer if held in private. 


The staff recommended that 


the national committees be 
allowed to accept a certain 
number of free hotel rooms but 
no more than is customarily 
offered any large convention. 


The commission was sworn hi 


last April 14 to administer the 
Campaign Reform Act of 1974. It 
is empowered to interpret the 
law, but its opinions can be 
challenged in court.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate passed a major energy 
bill Tuesday requiring the 
federal government to store 
millions of barrels of oil to 
protect against a future em- 
bargo. 


Of 21 Killed, 
16 Wearing

Des Monies (UPI) - The State 


Office for Planning and 
Programming said Tuesday 21 
persons had been lulled through 
July 2 this year as the result of 
motorcycle accidents and that 16 
of those who died as the result of 
head injuries were not wearing 
protective helmets.

this year's Iowa motorcycle 
fatalities were not wearing 
protective helmets and that of 
that number. 89' r died of head 
injuries 


Meanwhile, the House ap- 


proved a bill that would turn the 
nation's naval petroleum 
reserves back to the Interior 
Department for production for 
the first time since the Teapot 
Dome scandals of the 1920s. 


The Senate Interior Com- 


mittee estimated the new system 
of emergency oil reserves could 
cost the government more than 
$9 billion, but the ficure could be 


sharply reduced if stored oil 
were pumped from the naval 
petroleum reserves. 


The bill was approved 91 to 0. 
Under an amendment ap- 


proved 60 to 32, the Federal 
Energy Administration could 
require the petroleum industry 
to increase its storage capacity 
by 39; to provide the na- 
tion a "cushion" of oil during 


the seven years that would be 
required to develop the 
government-owned storage 
system 


The bill, which apparently has 


the backing of the Ford ad- 
ministration, would require the 
government to purchase and 
store enough crude oil to ease 
the impact of a complete cutoff 
of foreign petroleum for 90 days.

'Chief Muckraker' Turns 95 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Robert H. 


Simpson, former minister and veteran of the 
Boer War, liked to call Ronald Reagan a 
swindler and says the new governor is "a 
damned dirty rat." 


It is all part of his Crusade for "the right to 


complain." 


Simpson, the state Capitol's self-described 


"muckraker-in-chief," celebrated his 95th 
birthday Tuesday. 


For a decade, the thin, white-haired "Mister 


Simpson" has toddled through Capitol 
hallways, pushing his steel frame walker and 
holding his salty placards aloft. 


"I fight for absolute freedom," he says. "If 


yoo want to be a homosexual or anything else, 
that's your business. When they go bugging 
your bedroom and everywhere you go, why 
should you trust goverment? 


"I am convinced there is no remedy in 


either of the old parties. They have reached a 
menopause. They can't produce a man. We 
talk about a credibility pp. It's a gulf. We 
need a man to stand in the gulf, someone they 
can trust." 


One of his signs simply proclaims, "I Am 


Simpson." But some of his placards call 
politicians vulgar names. 


He has won himself a small band of 


followers, including a few legislators and a 
local Sacramento doctor who watches after his 
health and gives him a birthday cake every 
year. 


But governors and the public have viewed 


Simpson mostly as someone to tolerate. 
Reagan used to jokingly tell political 
gatherings about Simpson's signs blasting him. 


Simpson says he believes he has made it 


easier to protest at the door of state govern- 
ment. He brags about his arrest record and 
court battles with judges. But some critics 
view Simpson as something of a harmless nut 
whose spicy signs might offend capitol tour 
groups. 


"I am all for throwing him out with his 


blooming signs," said assemblyman John L. 
E. "Bud" Collier, R-Monrovia, before a 66-to- 
12 assembly vote approved repeal of the 
"Simpson Law." 


The former Methodist pastor has been 


arrested more than 300 times for breaking the - 
"Simpson Law," which bans picketing in the 
capitol. 


Simpson, who lives on $255 a month in 


Social Security and a small family investment, 
was the only regular picket at the capitol when 
the bill was passed in 1969. The law has been 
enforced chiefly against him. 


But lately, Simpson has come on better 


times. Since Democrat Edmund Brown Jr. 
replaced Republican Reagan, Simpson says 
state police have quit arresting him Last year 
the state assembly approved a resolution com- 
mending him for his "extraordinary public ad- 
vocacy activities." And a pending bill would 
do away with the Simpson Law. 


"I have won," Simpson said at his one-room

No, widen 56th and make both one-way 
streets! No, use 33rd' Obv iously each group of property owners 
along 56th, 48th and 33rd would prefer the use of the "other" 
north-south streets. 
On a weekly basis I personally use all of the abov e men­ 
tioned streets, plus 40th as an access from A to 0 Streets. In my 
opinion, traffic flow on all these streets is congested at peak 
t^ fic hours, with the ex ception of 40th. Recently , howev er, the 
city has installed automatic signal lights on 40th between A and 
0. They were badly needed. 
My point is, why hasn’t a traffic signal been Installed at 40th 
and 0? At fiv e o’clodc, it is impossible to turn left from 0 Stieet 
onto 40th or left from 40th to 0 Street. Wouldn’t this addition 
cost the city less than the proposed widening of 48th, or 56th and 
33rd? 0 Street has a left turn lane at 40th, but without a signal, 
40th cannot be used as an access south. I for one would not need 
to use 48th Street south if I had access to 40th from 0 Street or 
access to 0 Street west from 40th.

Disappointed In Energy Report 
Lincoln, Neb. 
In reading the report by the Energy Research and Dev elop­ 
ment Administration entitled “Creating Energy Choices for the 
Future.” I find that it has an ex tremely large number of short­ 
comings and failings. Not only does it not make a substantial 
attempt to allev iate the short-term energy problems of the na­ 
tion; it lacks the Imagination and proper set of priorities to giv e 
me much hope for the solv ing of the long-run energy needs of 
our country . 
Their priorities continue to place too much stock in nuclear 
fission, the effects of which for electrical generation was nev er 
ex pected to any great ex tent until 1985. (And ev en then op­ 
timists predicted it would account for only about 15% of U.S. 
energy production and perhaps 307o by the y ear 2000.) And this 
assumes that there will be no additional delay s because of 
technical or env ironmental failing — but both problems hav e 
cropped up and brought the program to near standstill. 
Cracks in the inner wail structure of the liq uid-metal, fast- 
breeder reactor hav e stumped the scientists. And if they remedy 
that problem, they face the growing opposition from the en­ 
v ironmental ranks against the highly radioactiv e waste material 
it produces called plutonium; no accepted way has been found 
to dispose of this ex tremely dangerous material. 
Plutonium is dangerous in many way s. One is that as few as 
half a dozen drops in a city reserv oir are capable of killing v ir­ 
tually miUions of people, animals and fishes. Thus, it appears 
that problems in t^nology , though not ex pected to be 
smooü ied out until the late 19 80’s, will probably be solv ed long 
before the env ironmentalists could be satisfied. And rightly so! 
Another basic fault in the EIRDA’s plan is that they classify 
nuclear fission and fussion reactions as “energy from v irtually 
inex haustible sources.” It takes more than steam to fuel a 
nuclear reactor — they use uranium. And uranium is, after all, 
just another fossil fuel, naturally formed and, like coal and oil, 
non-renewable in the nex t million y ears. And it must be mined 
(an env ironmentally bad word) just like coal. 
How much uranium will it take to fuel the projected 250 
reactors in 19 85? How much for at least double that number by 
the y ear 2000? Where do the world’s richest uranium deposits 
lie? What nations will become economic giants at the ex pense of 
U.S. shortsightedness? IVlining, env ironmental, safety and 
material shortage problems await us just around the comer. Is 


this the kind of program we need? Is it what we ex pect. I 
suspect that these q uestions hav e been ignored! 
The point that I am try ing to make is that nuclear reactors 
are not only env ironmentally hazardous, but the q uestion ^ 
their economic v alue as a stable source of energy should also be

NEW YORK —» Ev ery time a sane man 
begins to wonder whether the left hand 
knows what the right hand is doing in this 
country , he has to conclude either that (a) 
he is not so sane, after all, or (b) the left 
hand has no idea what the right hand is 
doing, and v ice v ersa. 
Take the combined transportation- 
energy situations as only one incom­ 
prehensible ex ample: 


—Here’s Secretary of Transportation 
William T. Coleman Jr., who sounds 
much like a v oice of em battled 
Intelligence amid a babble of in­ 
coherence, proclaiming the sensible 
proposition that cities like New York, 
with major rapid transit sy stems, ought 
to consider the possibility of lower fares 
for low-income persons, financed by 
higher fares for the most affluent riders. 


—And here’s President Ford sending to 
Congress a proposal that the states be 
allowed to take ov er one cent of the pre­ 
sent four-cents-per-gallon federal tax on 
gasoline, with the proceeds to be used by 
the states for transportation purposes, in­ 
cluding the dev elopment of mass transit 
— although no state would be bound to 
use the one-cent tax for mass transit. 
—And here are Ford and the 
Democratic Congress battling it out ov er 
an appropriate program to conserv e 
energy , with neither side courageous 
enough to impose a stiff new gasoline tax 
but with both pay ing lip serv ice to the 
necessity for making consumers pay more 
dearly for energy — hence using less.

All that being the case, why should 
both the Ford administration and the 
Democratic Congress be cooperating in 
v astly ex panding ex penditures for the in­ 
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terstate highway s>’stem, when the least 
school child knows that automobiles ac­ 
count for the most profbgate wastage of 
energy in America, and that the interstate 
highway sy stem not only encourages the 
unrestricted use of automobiles but most 
thoroughly discourages the use of alter­ 
nate, energy -conserv ing modes of 
transportation? 
But that is ex actly what is happening. 
As detailed in the IVJew York Times as 
Edwin L. Dale Jr., the Ford administra­ 
tion decided last December to permit $4.6 
billion to be spent in fiscal 1975 from the 
Highway Trust Fund on remaining links 
of the interstate sy stem. State matching 
funds would hav e substantially increased 
that total. 


In February , as the recession deepened 
and the administration became (relativ e­ 
ly ) concerned about unemploy ment. Ford 
ordered that another $2 billion, for a total 
of $6.6 billion, be released from the trust 
fund to spur construction. Then, in April, 
when Ford proposed that the rest of the 
$9.1 bilhon then accumulated in the trust 
fund continue to be “deferred,” the 
Senate under the new congressional 
budget procedures v oted instead to 
release the total as a job-creating 
stimulus to the economy .

Disappointed In Energy Report 


Lincoln, Neb. 


In reading the report by the Energy Research and Develop- 


ment Administration entitled "Creating Energy Choices for the 
Future," I find that it has an extremely large number of short- 
comings and failings. Not only does it not make a substantial 
attempt to alleviate the short-term energy problems of the na- 
tion; it lacks the imagination and proper set of priorities to give 
me much hope for the solving of the long-run energy needs of 
our country. 


Their priorities continue to place too much stock in nuclear 


fission, the effects of which for electrical generation was never 
expected to any great extent until 1985. (And even then op- 
timists predicted it would account for only about 15% of U.S. 
energy production and perhaps 30% by the year 2000.) And this 
assumes that there will be no additional delays because of 
technical or environmental failing — but both problems have 
cropped up and brought the program to near standstill. 


Cracks in the inner wall structure of the liquid-metal, fast- 


breeder reactor have stumped the scientists. And if they remedy 
that problem, they face the growing opposition from the en- 
vironmental ranks against the highly radioactive waste material 
it produces called plutonium; no accepted way has been found 
to dispose of this extremely dangerous material. 


Plutonium is dangerous in many ways. One is that as few as 


half a dozen drops in a city reservoir are capable of killing vir- 
tually millions of people, animals and fishes. Thus, it appears 
that problems in technology, though not expected to be 
smoothed out until the late 1980's, will probably be solved long 
before the environmentalists could be satisfied. And rightly so! 


Another basic fault hi the ERDA's plan is that they classify 


nuclear fission and fussion reactions as "energy from virtually 
inexhaustible sources." It takes more than steam to fuel a 
nuclear reactor — they use uranium. And uranium is, after all, 
just another fossil fuel, naturally formed and, like coal and oil, 
non-renewable in the next million years. And it must be mined 
(an environmentally bad word) just like coal. 


How much uranium will it take to fuel the projected 250 


reactors in 1985? How much for at least double that number by 
the year 2000? Where do the world's richest uranium deposits 
lie? What nations will become economic giants at the expense of 
U.S. shortsightedness? Mining, environmental, safety and 
material shortage problems await us just around the corner. Is 


this the kind of program we need? Is it what we expect? I 
suspect that these questions have been ignored! 


The point that I am trying to make is that nuclear reactors 


are not only environmentally hazardous, but the question of 
their economic value as a stable source of energy should also be

Threatening to use their budget control over 
the Engineering Department, two of the three 
county commissioners locked hpms with County 
Engineer Marv Nuemberger again Tuesday ovar 
the road ri^t of way issue. 
Commissioners Jan Gauger and Bruce 
Hamilton, both strong planning supporters, have 
repeatedly asked Nuemberger to work with the 
Planning Department on a transportation plan 
which can be used to determine how much right of 
way land subdividers should be required to deed to 
the county. 


“I’m ignorant...! don’t understand,” ad­ 
mitted Hamilton, saying he would no longer forfeit 
his responsibility by merely ‘‘rubber stamping” all 
engineering proposals. ‘‘I’m going to quit voting 
yes on those I don’t understand.” 


‘‘What I want is a list of which roads require 50 
feet of right of way (one-half of the road) and which 
require 40 feet and why,” Hamilton said. 
And after a half hour of continued debate. 
Chairman Gauger said in frustration, ‘‘The County 
Board has only budgetary control over 
departments. I guess we’U have to use that.” 
The debate was an old one, one which has been 
argued at half a dozen meetings during the past 
month, with no apparent progress toward a solu­ 
tion. 
The issue stems from a state law and a sub­ 
sequent county subdivision ordinance which 
allows the County Board to require that subdividers 
(either for large platted areas or for single-home 
subdivisions) dedicate a minimum of 40 feet of 
right of way on all major county roads. 
No one disagrees that the board has this 
authority. The question is just what is a “ major” 


road and when should the county ask for more than 
the minimum 40 feet dedication - or 80 feet for 
the total roadway. 


Nuemberger contends that in order to protect 
both landowners and the county, the board needs 
at least a 50-feet dedication along all county roads. 
The 50-foot right of way (100 for the total road) 
means that land owners will not build next to the 
road nor put in shmbs and trees adjacent to the 
road. 
This will save the county taxpayers money 
later, when and if the road is improved ca* widened. 
For then the county will have to pay damages to 
those propertys with improvements too close to the 
roadway. 
Mrs. Gauger and Hamilton contend that not all 
county roads will need the 100 feet nor even 80 feet 
of right of way and they want some sort of poUcy on 
paper telling which roads are major and which 


roads may be future heavily traveled roadways. 
And this plan must be a cooperative eKort 
between engineering and planning, they say. 
Nuemberger says he has plans — the one- and 
six-year road plans already approved by the board 
and the Planning Commission. However, neither of 
these plans specify right of way, only which roads 
are expected to be improved in the near future. 
And planning beyond six years for roads is 
practically impossible, Nuemberger says. No one 
really knows which roads may become major in the 
distant future, he contends. 
The question in Nuemberger’s eyes is not one 
of specific road plans for the future, but of protec­ 
tion against unforeseeable growth. 
And Commissioner Robert Colin, who usually 
supports Nuemberger’s proposals, said the public 
outcry against the city’s proposed vrldening of 48th 
and Holdrege Sts. is an example of the type of thing 


Nuemberger is trying to avoid. 
A transportation plan covering county roads 
will become a part of the countywide c(xn{»^eih 
sive plan, and thus could be us^ for right (rf way 
decisions. But that comprehoisive plan is six 
months to a year down the road, and tte County 
Board wants something to help them in the in­ 
terim. 
In frustration the board delayed approval of an 
agreement with the state fw six county road and 
bridge projects.

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Greenery Business Blooming

Plant sales are booming. 
Lincoln greenhouses and florists es­ 
timate a 300-500% increase in plant sales 
since the “big boom" hit about three 
years ago. 
That’s just the beginning. New plant 
shops have sprouted while established 
greenhouses have branched out to sell 
their greens in more-traveled locations. 
In the meantime, department and dis­ 
count stores have begun to stock plants. 
The temptation to indulge in “just one 
more” is everywhere. And it’s working. 
The plants bterally walk out of the stores, 
disappearing from the shelves to be 


replaced by more pots of green. 
Most plant shop owners and managers 
attribute the plant boom to the ecology 
spirit. 
There’s also a “bit of a fad to it,” ad­ 
mitted Arthur Danielson of Danielson’s 
Floral. 
Chan Tyrrell Sr., of the shop by the 
same name, says not only is plant-loving 
infectious, but it carries a tinge of 
“ keeping up with the Joneses.” 
Those interviewed by the Star said the 
popularity of individual plants seems to' 
go in cycles. 
Right now, ferns are the biggest sellers 


at Tyrrell’s. Unfortunately, ‘‘the 
availability isn’t that great,” Tyrrell said. 
“ You’re dealing with nature; you can’t 
manufacture them.” 
Trailing ferns as top sellers are the 
schefflera (umbrella plant), and the 
Dracena marginata. 
Danielson said anything suitable for a 
hanging basket is tops in demand, es­ 
pecially varieties of Swedish ivy, 
wandering Jew and bridal veil. 
At Green Fingers, an outgrowth of the 
plant movement, dracenas and philoden­ 
drons top the popularity charts, said 
Stewart Nelsen.

In the meantime, department and dis- 
count stores have begun to stock plants.

"You're dealing with nature; you can't 
manufacture them." 


Trailing ferns as top sellers are the 


schefflera (umbrella plant), and the 
Dracena marginata. 


Danielson said anything suitable for a 


hanging basket is tops in demand, es- 
pecially varieties of Swedish ivy, 
wandering Jew and bridal veil. 


At Green Fingers, an outgrowth of the 


plant movement, dracenas and philoden- 
drons top the popularity charts, said 
Stewart Nelsen.

It takes more than a green thumb to keep a plant 
alive, much less make it thrive. 
The Federal Trade Commission (FTC) has found 
‘ ‘a high incidence of plant death in the first six to nine 
months” after purchase, William Erxleben, director of 
the FTC's regional office in Seattle, Wash., told the 
Star in a telephone interview. 
“We have reason to believe” the premature death 
of many plants “ is the result of improper and in­ 
adequate care” by pieople whose interest in plants is 
just budding, he said. 
In May. the FTC launched an industry-wide in­ 
vestigation of growers, wholesalers and retailers of in­ 
door and outdoor plants to determine if they are 
violating an FTC regulation by failing to provide plant 
buyers with enough information to save their 
purchase« from a premature death. 
Houscplants returned to popularity about three 
vears ago and have since grown to a multi-billion 
dollar business. 
Erxleben, whose office is heading up the study, 
sees the plant boom as a “return to nature, a revulsion 
against the concrete, the freeways, the mechanical 
things that surround us.” 
But he thinks “consumers are entitled to have in­ 
formation before they buy.” From that information 
they can make more educated decisions about whether 
or not to make the investments, where to place them 
in their homes — on a sunny windowsill or shady cor­ 
ner, on the floor or on high. 
New Tags 
The investigation, an outgrowth of “a staff 
member's personal evaluation of her own plant 
purchases.” will center upon the need for and con­ 
sumers’ desire for informational tags on each plant, 
identifying the plant by its scientific and common 
names, how-to instrui’tions for care of the specific 


plants’ plus toxicity warnings on those plants that 
could cause rashes or even death if handled or eaten. 
Poison control centers have witnessed “a marked 
increase” roughly “ paralleling the plant boom” in 
frequency of plant poisonings, Erxleben said. 
He equated the potential need for toxicity war­ 
nings on plants to those on paint or turpentine cans. 
Weighted against the need and desire for informa­ 
tion will be the cost to retailers or wholesalers who 
would be responsible for providing the information, he 
said.

Houseplants, used so frequently today for house 
tnmnimg, are a potential source of danger, particular­ 
ly to young children. 


English Ivy, Philodendron and Dieffenbachia are 
only three of 700 kinds of poisonous indoor and out­ 
door plants, according to Julie Sullivan, director of 
community services at Childrens Memori^ Hospital in 
Omaha. 


“ We have been seeing an increase in the number 
of incidents regarding plants,” she said. “During 1974, 
we (the state’s poison centers) received 560 calls out of 
a total of 8,000 calls on plants alone. 


“Overall, this is an increase of 100 calls over the 
1973 figures. I’m sure the 1975 figures will be even 
higher.” 


“No one really thinks of plants as being toxic,” 
Ms. Sullivan added. ‘‘This is a real problem because as 
more and more people use them as decoration, they 
(plants) become pretty accessible to children.” 


However, she stressed that parents in increasing 
numbers are calling the poison centers to find out 
more information about plants. 


Parents Aware 
“Parents are becoming more aware of plants that 
are poisonous because it is a current trend and more is 
being published about plants,” she said. 


Also, Ms. Sullivan said through the Childrens 
Memorial speakers bureau, even more information 
about poisonous substances and items, including 
plants, is being disseminated to the public. 
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Cure Sweaty Palms 
With Self-Confidence 


Among the precautions parents can take, she said, 
is to know what kinds of plants they have, whether or 
n ot they are toxic and if they are toxic, to what degree. 


LOCAL CHILDREN 
with rhubarb, whose leaves are poisonous. 


‘‘With some plants, just a little bit could kill a 
child,” she said. 
Ms. Sullivan added that if a child eats part of an 
unfamiliar plant, be sure to describe it when you call a 
poison center or “ bring it in so that we can identify 
it.” 
This process of plant identification should be 
made easier this fall, as researchers from Creighton 
University in Omaha are planning to compile a book 
on plants. It is hoped that the compilation will be 
made available to the general public, Ms. Sullivan 
said. 
Teach Children

Houseplants, used so frequently today for house 


trimming, are a potential source of danger, particular- 
ly to young children 


English Ivy, Philodendron and Dieffenbachia are 


only three of 700 kinds of poisonous indoor and out- 
door plants, according to Julie Sullivan, director of 
community services at Childrens Memorial Hospital in 
Omaha. 


"We have been seeing an increase in the number 


of incidents regarding plants," she said. "During 1974, 
we (the state's poison centers) received 560 calls out of 
a total of 8,000 calls on plants alone. 


"Overall, this is an increase of 100 calls over the 


1973 figures. I'm sure the 1975 figures will be even 
higher." 


"No one really thinks of plants as being toxic," 


Ms. Sullivan added. "This is a real problem because as 
more and more people use them as decoration, they 
(plants) become pretty accessible to children." 


However, she stressed that parents in increasing 


numbers are calling the poison centers to find out 
more information about plants. 


Parents Aware 


"Parents are becoming more aware of plants that 


are poisonous because it is a current trend and more is 
being published about plants," she said. 


Also, Ms. Sullivan said through the Childrens 


Memorial speakers bureau, even more information 
about poisonous substances and items, including 
plants, is being disseminated to the public. 


Among the precautions parents can take, she said, 


is to know what kinds of plants they have, whether or 
n ot they are toxic and if they are toxic, to what degree. 


"With some plants, just a little bit could kill a 


child," she said. 


Ms. Sullivan added that if a child eats part of an 


unfamiliar plant, be sure to describe it when you call a 
poison center or "bring it in so that we can identify 
it." 


This process of plant identification should be 


made easier this fall, as researchers from Creightoa 
University in Omaha are planning to compile a book 
on plants. It is hoped that the compilation will be 
made available to the general public, Ms. Sullivan 
said. 


Teach Children 


Although plants should be placed where they are 


not within a youngster's reach, Ms. Sullivan stressed 
that parents still should "teach their children that 
plants are things they shouldn't get into." 


The best way to teach Children that plants are 


nothing to eat is by setting a good example, she 
explained.

Dear Doctor: What can I do 
for the foot and leg cramps I 
have from tíme to time? I have 
heard that vitamin E can help, 
but I cannot say It has helped 
me. I get the cramps usually at 
night.—Mrs. G.F.S. 


Footwear should be examined 
and adjusted if necessary. Ill- 
fitting footwear is a common 
cause of leg and foot cramps, a 
fact nurses and others who must 
be on their feet over long periods 
learn quickly. Another thing, the 
legs should be examined for 
possible circulatory problems. 
Various other measures to 
alleviate such problems com­ 
prise too long a list to include 
here. Among them is the use of 
quinine to be taken at bedtime, 
the possible need for a calcium 
supplement in the diet, and the 
neied, in some cases, to reduce or 
cut down on smoking, a factor in 
poor circulation. 
As to the vitamins, the use of 
vitamin E has been reported 
helpful in some cases of leg 
cramps. The recommended 
dosage is 100 units four times a 
day. But, as Mrs. G.F.S. reports, 
this is not a universally 
successful measure. 


Dear Dr. Tbosteson: Please 
write something on the subject 
of “ carpal tunnel syndrome.”

Dear Doctor: What caa I do 


for the foot and leg cramp* I 
have from time to time? I have 
beard that vitamin E can help, 
but I cannot say it hu helped 
me. I get the cramps usually at 
night-Mrs. G.F.S. 


Footwear should be examined 


and adjusted if necessary. Ill- 
fitting footwear is a common 
cause of leg and foot cramps, a 
fact nurses and others who must 
be on their feet over long periods 
learn quickly. Another thing, the 
legs should be examined for 
possible circulatory problems. 


Various other measures to

The tr ^ has led u s thro u gh Alex an dria, Belv idere, Oak , 
An gu s, Sp rin g Ran ch an d Deweese, all small do ts o n the map bu t 
big p laces in gen u in e American ho sp itality an d frien dship . 
As we ro de in to each o f these to wn s, we were greeted with an 
en thu siasm we had n o t y et k n o wn . These co mmu n ities are v ery 
p ro u d o f their Orego n Trail heritage, an d the p eo p le k eep its sp irit 
aliv e. 
Big Welco me 
Arriv in g in Alex an dria, we fo u n d co n u n u n ity members o u t o n 
the to ad lo o k in g fo r u s. That n ight, the American Legio n hall o n 


main street was the settin g o f a festiv e p o t-lu ck su p p er. DressM 
in o u r leathers an d bu ck sk in s, we talk ed abo u t o u r trav els an d 
heard sto ries abo u t the trail fro m area p eo p le. 
Residen ts fro m the n ex t to wn s alo n g the trail, Belv idere an d 
Hebro n , treated u s to a to u r o f their to wn s. In Belv idere, we also 
v isited the Thay er Co u n ty Mu seu m, the resu lt o f a gro u p effo rt by 
area citizen s to k eep the sto ry o f the p ast aliv e. 
We then trav eled to Oak , Deweese an d Sp rin g Ran ch, each 
to wn ’s residen ts meetin g u s with the same warmn ess. In this p art 
o f Nebrask a, the trail’s p ast is v ery ev iden t. We co u ld fo llo w the 
trail almo st ex actly , actu ally seein g in sev eral p laces sets o f wago n 
wheel ru ts wo rn in to the hills. 
The trail n arro ws n ear Oak to a p assage between the Blu e 
Riv er an d a bu tte, wide en o u gh fo r o n ly o n e co v ered wago n at a 
time to p ass. 
Kn o wn as the n arro ws, this p assage was in sto ries o f 1864 In ­ 
dian massacres an d the k idn ap p in g o f an emigran t girl n amed 
Lau ra Ro p er. 


An o ther sto ry , that o f the first wo man han ged in Nebrask a, was 
to ld to u s in Sp rin g Ran ch. The wo man , Elizabeth Tay lo r, an d her 
bro ther were han ged fro m a bridge after they k illed a n eighbo r, 
su sp ectin g lu m o f cho p p in g wo o d o n their lan d, acco rdin g to 
Sp rin g Ran ch residen ts. 
Small to wn n o stalgia tu rn ed in to a mo o d o f tragedy as the 
trail led u s in to An gu s. Here is a to wn with o n ly a p ast, o n ce v ery 
mu ch aliv e with a car man u factu rin g p lan t. The to v m will die 
Ju ly 18, as the lo cal iposi o ffice is bein g “deleted.” 
Lo well is an o ther mmp ie o f a to wn k illed by time. Ridin g 
thro u gh this fo rmer railro ad to wn , all we saw was a small clu ster 
o f ho u ses at a grav el in tersectio n . 
The o n ly ev iden ce o f its histo ry was a sign which read that 
Lo well’s p o p u latio n sto o d at 2,500 in 1872. Then its streets were 
filled’with ho mesteaders, su p p ly in g themselv es to go west. As the 
railro ad ex p an ded west, Lo weU lo st its liv eliho o d. 
Grav es Co mmo n 
It has been said there is a grav e ev ery 50 y ards alo n g the 
(k ego n Trail. Ou r trav els to o k u s p ast the grav e o f Su san Hail, 34, 
who died fro m drin k in g co n tamin ated water. 
Acco rdin g to a sto ry , her hu sban d bo u ght a sto n e mariter fo r 
the grav e back east, then p u shed it in a wheel barro w fro m St. 
Jo sep h, Mo ., 350 miles to her grav e. His n ame an d fate are u n ­ 
k n o wn . 
We reached Ft. Kearn ey , the 32 0-mile mark , Ju ly Fo u rth. Ft. 
Kearn ey was bu ilt in 1848 so lely fo r the p ro tectio n o f the 
emigran ts. 
No w at the en d o f o u r third week , we hav e go n e 350 miles an d 
co n tin u e west.

Health Board 
Okays Revised

The Lincoln-Lancaster Health 


Board Tuesday night approved a 
revised air pollution control or- 
dinance that will bring present 
pollution control ordinances into 
agreement with state law. 


The ordinance had been 


reviewed by the Air Pollution 
Control Advisory Board 
(APCAB) and will now go to the 
City Council for final approval. 


If approved, the proposed or- 


dinance will abolish the Air 
Pollution Control Appeals Com- 
mittee and give the APCAB 
responsibility for hearing 
appeals, Health Director Dr. Ed 
Lyman said. 


The proposed ordinance 


would also give the APCAB ad- 
visory status with the Board of 
Health, he said. 


However, Mahboubi said, of

The District 145 Board of 
Education has set a special 
meeting at 8 p.m.

Based on a district property 
valuation of $.38 million in 197^^

The building fund levy of four 
mills will remain unchanged, 
Siefkes said, and the bond retire­ 
ment fund requirement will 
decrease from 5 23 to 4 85 mills.

He attributed the proposed 
spending increases mainly to im­ 
proved teacher salaries and in­ 
flation affecting supplies and 
utilities.

The district expects a slight 
reduction in state aid next year, 
but Siefkes said that could be 
offset by increased enrollments, 
which are projected. Federal 
funds will be slightly more than 
in this school year, and school 
funding from local sources will 
remain about the same. 
At a Monday meeting, the 
board authorized the district to 
seek unpaid, second semester 
tuition tor wards of the court 
assigned to Waverly schools. The 
amount due is $7,000, but the 
amount of reimbursement was 
only $1,387. 
Siefkes said he’ll file with the 
legislative claims board for the 
difference. Under the law 
providing state payment of tui­ 
tion for wards of the court, $160,- 
000 was appropriated initially, 
but first-semester costs were 
$122,000. 
A $140,000 deficit appropria­ 
tion for second-semester costs 
was never funded, thus the 
remaining $38,000 was pro-rated 
among eligible distncts. 
The problem of insufficient

Neligh (U PI) — Antelope 
Memorial Hospital in Neligh 
believes it has found a way to 
save money and at the same 
time keep its employes happy as 
well as challenged. 
In short, the hospital pays its 
nurses and oth«* workers who 
volunteer to stay home days 
when the patient load is down. 
Steve Urosevich, hofwiltal ad­ 
ministrator, said the program 
was started this spring. Initially,

Under the program, about 
90?p of the staff participates, but 
can’t take off more than two 
days in any one week.

We have become acquainted with the small-town nostalgia 


traveling the southeastern Nebraska trails. 


The trail has led us through Alexandria, Belvidere, Oak, 


Angus, Spring Ranch and Deweese, all small dots on the map but 
big places in genuine American hospitality and friendship. 


As we rode into each of these towns, we were greeted with an 


enthusiasm we had not yet known. These communities are very 
proud of their Oregon Trail heritage, and the people keep its spirit 
alive. 


Big Welcome 


Arriving in Alexandria, we found community members out on 


the road looking for us. That night, the American Legion hall on 


main street was the setting of a festive pot-luck supper. Dressed 
in our leathers and buckskins, we talked about our travels and 
heard stories about the trail from area people. 


Residents from the next towns along the trail, Belvidere and 


Hebron, treated us to a tour of their towns. In Belvidere, we also 
visited the Thayer County Museum, the result of a group effort by 
area citizens to keep the story of the past alive, 


We then traveled to Oak, Deweese and Spring Ranch, each 


town's residents meeting us with the same wannness. In this part 
of Nebraska, the trail's past is very evident. We could follow the 
trail almost exactly, actually seeing in several places sets of wagon 
wheel ruts worn into the hills. 


The trail narrows near Oak to a passage between the Blue 


River and a butte, wide enough for only one covered wagon at a 
time to pass. 


Known as the narrows, this passage was in stories of 1864 In- 


dian massacres and the kidnapping of an emigrant girl named 
Laura Roper. 


Another story, that of the first woman hanged in Nebraska, was 


told to us in Spiring Ranch. The woman, Elizabeth Taylor, and her 
brother were hanged from a bridge after they killed a neighbor, 
suspecting turn of chopping wood on their land, according to 
Spring Ranch residents. 


Small town nostalgia turned into a mood of tragedy as the 


trail led us into Angus. Here is a town with only a past, once very 
much alive with a car manufacturing plant. The town will die 
July 18, as the local post office is being "deleted." 


Lowell is another example of a town killed by time. Riding 


through this former railroad town, all we saw was a small duster 
of houses at a gravel intersection. 


The only evidence of its history was a sign which read that 


Lowell's population stood at 2,500 in 1872. Then its streets were 
filled'with homesteaders, supplying themselves to go west. As the 
railroad expanded west, Lowell lost its livelihood. 


Graves Common 


It has been said mere is a grave every 50 yards alon* the 


Oregon Trail. Our travels took us past the grave of Susan Hail, 34, 
who died from drinking contaminated water. 


According to a story, her husband bought a stone marker for 


the grave back east, then pushed it in a wheel barrow from St. 
Joseph, Mo., 350 miles to her grave. His name and fate are un- 
known. 


We reached Ft. Kearney, the 320-mile mark, July Fourth. Ft. 


Kearney was built in 1848 solely for the protection of the 
emigrants. 


Now at the end of our third week, we have gone 350 miles and 


continue west.

In an interview, Whelan told 


UPI he and Varner were par- 
ticularly interested in the 
possibilities of conducting 
research programs on harnessing 
solar energy and wind to 
produce energy for industrial 
purposes. 


"In Nebraska, we have a lot of 


wind and sun," the lieutenant 
governor said, and he said it 
should be harnessed for practical

purposes, especially in an age 
when using other resources, 
such as petroleum, for energy 
production poses national and 
international problems. 


Whelan said a series of visits 


are scheduled for July 16 with 
officials of the Federal Energy 
Resources Development 
Association and others. 


He said that agency has asked 


for proposals in the energy 
production research area and, in 
short, the purpose of the trip is 
to find out just how serious the 
agency is in asking for proposals. 


"We think they are in ernest 


but we want to know for sure 
before we get heavily involved in 
something," Whelan said. 


The university is already in- 


volved in a joint project with the 
Lincoln Electric System in solar 
energy production for residential 
purposes. Construction on such 
an experimental house has been 
started. 


But Whelan said he and the 


state energy office and NU of- 
ficials felt that the real direction 
in future experimentation 


should be in industrial uses. 


He said he and the others in- 


volved are particularly in- 
terested in industries which are 
now on so-called "interrup- 
table" status when it comes to 
fuel supplies. Under those con- 
tracts with fuel suppliers, fuel 
may be cut off whenever a 
critical point in supply is 
reached. 


Whelan indicated that One 


potential proposal is being con- 
sidered but he said he could not 
disclose any specifics at this 
time.

Up $240,000 In Waverly 


Waverly - Schools Supt Date 


Siefkes has proposed a $2,036,034 
budget for 1975-76, an increase 
of $240.000 over the current 
school year expenditures 


The District 145 Board of 


Education has set a special 
meeting at 8 p.m Tuesday, in 
Hamlow Elementary School, to 
discuss 
the

requirements. A public bearing 
will be held on Aug 4 


Based on a district property 


valuation of $38 million in 1975- 
76 (up from $36.8 million 
currently), Siefkes said the dis- 
trict would require a 37.86 
general fund mill levy. It is 32.19 
this year. 


The building fund levy of four 


mills will remain unchanged, 
Siefkes said, and the bond retire- 
ment fund requirement will 
decrease from 5 23 to 4 85 mills. 


Thus the total mill levy could 


be increased by 5.29 nulls, to 
46 71, Siefkes said. 


He attributed the proposed 


spending increases mainly to im- 
proved teacher salaries and in- 
flation affecting supplies and 
utilities. 


The district expects a slight 


reduction in state aid next year. 
but Siefkes said that could be 
offset by increased enrollments, 
which are projected. Federal 
funds will be slightly more than 
in this school year, and school 
funding from local sources will 
remain about the same. 


At a Monday meeting, the 


board authorized the district to 
seek unpaid, second semester 
tuition tor wards of the court 
assigned to Waverly schools The 
amount due is $7,000, but the 
amount of reimbursement was 
only $1.387. 


Siefkes said he'll file with the 


legislative claims board for the 
difference. Under the law 
providing state payment of tui- 
tion for wards of the court, $160,- 
000 was appropriated initially, 
but first-semester costs were 
$122,000. 


A $140.000 deficit appropria- 


tion for second-semester costs 
was never funded, thus the 
remaining $38,000 was pro-rated 
among eligible districts. 


The problem of insufficient 


tuition payments for services 
rendered is statewide, Siefkes 


said The Alliance schools have 
filed a similar claim, and North 
Platte came up far short. 


In other business, the board 


approved policies on student 
suspension and expulsion, trips 
and conventions, and complaints 
about instructional materials. 
The latter policy sets up a review 
committee of educators, 
students and community 
members. 


Board members approved a 


contract to educate 7th- and 8th- 
grade students from Cheney 
District 153, southeast of Lin- 
coln. Five students will be 
served, and the contract is 
renewable after one year. 


Nonresident student tuition 


rates were set for 1975-76: High 
school students, $2,500 annually; 
secondary, through contracting

Nonresident tuition for special

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Overseas Grain Sales 'Overestimated' 


McCook (UPI) - A recent 


statement by a Kansas 
agricultural expert that the 
United oU-t"s would soon make 
large sales of grain to the 
Republic of China and the Soviet 
Union 
was 
"grossly 


overestimated," Irv Friehe of 
McCook said Tuesday. 


Friehe, board chairman of the 


Western Wheat Association, said 
he disagreed with a statement by 
Dr. Robert Lewis of Larned, 
Kan., that the sales to Russia 
would "make the 1972 deal look 
like peanuts." 


Friehe said he assumes the 


Russians will buy American 
wheat this year but figures their 
purchases will amount to ap- 
proximately 3 million metric 


tons, compared with 20 million 
in 1972. 


He based his assumption on 


reservations made by the 
Russians for cargo vessels. He 
said the Soviet Union this week 
contracted with a foreign com- 
pany to haul 1 million metric 
tons of cargo. 


United States maritime unions 


require that a foreign country 
buying grain must split the cargo 
equally between the United 
States, foreign and country-of- 
origin ships. 


Friehe's deduction is that 3 


million metric tons are involved. 


Concerning speculation over a 


deal with China, Friehe said U.S. 
traders and Chinese buyers do 


not see eye-to-eye on trade con- 
ditions, with China insisting on 
grain quality inspection at their 
ports and the United States wan- 


ting it done in this country. 
Because of this disagreement, he 
said, China refuses to make 
purchases.

Pfeiff, the Su nday Jo u rnal and 
Star’s first High Scho o l Co ach o f 
the Year in 1952 and no w v ice­ 
p rincip al at Linco ln High, was 
enjo y ing the early -mo rning

serenity and the o p p o rtu nity to 
p leasantly reminisce. 


He’s sp ent the last 29 Va y ears 
at Linco ln High and admits he 
hasn’t changed mu ch. “I still 
fo llo w the same mo tto ,” he say s, 
ho lding u p a wo rn-o u t p iece o f 
cardbo ard inscribed in red 
letters with KISS (Keep It Sim­ 
p le, Stu p id). 
“That still ap p lies to me,” 
say s Pfeiff with a hearty 
chu ckle. “So meo ne gav e that to 
me when I first started co aching 
fo o tball.” 
Pfeiff has kep t things simp le 
fo r almo st three decades — 10 
y ears as fo o tball co ach and 
teacher, 10 y ears as dean o f bo y s 
and athletic directo r and 10 
y ears as v ice p rincip al. 
At Unco ln High’s centennial 


reu nio n, Pfeiff recalls “seeing 
all kinds o f p eo p le fro m all so cio ­ 
eco no mic lev els. I wasn’t en­ 
v io u s o f a p erso n I saw. I can’t 
think o f any thing I’d rather do 
with my life than wo rk with 
y o u ng p eo p le. 
“I tried to stress to my kids 
the imp o rtance o f do ing 
so mething y o u enjo y do ing. 
Otherwise, do n’t bo ther,” Pfeiff 
say s. 
Bill Pfeiff Jr., a 33-y ear-o ld 
Army majo r who is v acatio ning 
at his p arents’ Linco ln ho me 
befo re mo v ing his o wn family to 
Jap an, was sitting in a lawn 
chair, listening to his father. 
“Biff (a 32-y ear-o ld engineer 
in Kansas Dty ) and I weren’t

“Bu t 
there’s to o mu ch satisfactio n, 
stay ing with a scho o l y o u ’v e 
dev elo p ed lo y alties to . 
“The best thing abo u t high 
scho o l athletics is that kids co me 
to y o u becau se they want to , no t 
becau se o f grant-in-aid o r 
so mething similar,” he adds.

Statton, a recent graduate of 


Southeast High, fashioned a 
three-tinder 69 for an even par 
total of 144 and second place. 


Jones, who played on 


Southeast's state championship 
runner-up golf team with Stat- 
ton, combined his 66 with a 79 
Monday at Holmes to put him 
three shots back tied with first 
round leader Mike Goiter and 


Sasse who shot the day's second 
best round at 68. 


King's hading score came 


after a three-week layoff 
following a poor showing at the 
Tournament of Champions in 
Grand Island June 10 where he 
shot 85 in the rain shortened 
meet. 


"I've just played nine holes 


since Grand Island," King said. 
"I played so bad there, I decided 
to put away my clubs for 
awhile." 


King couldn't explain how his 


score remained in the low 70s 
two days straight after such a 
long layoff. 


"I thought being away from 


the course that long my short 
game would go bad," King said. 
"But the short game stayed and 
I lost my long game." 


King had just 11 putts the en- 


tire back nine while shooting a 
three-under par 33. "My putting 
stroke feels unbeleivably good," 
he said. 


Sasse celebrated his 20th 


birthday with his score of 68 
following a disappointing 77 at 
Holmes. 


"It (the birthday) never even 


entered my mind until the 13th 
hole when Rod (partner Rod Lit- 
tle) mentioned his boy's birthday 
was coming up next week," he 
said. "I was playing so good, I 
just didn't have time to think 
about it." 


Sasse improved tremendously 


on the greens as he took just 26 
putts compared W39 at Holmes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


House Education subcommittee 
approved legislation Tuesday 
that would let colleges use in- 
come from a particular money- 
making sport and contributions 
to the team primarily for that 
sport or team. 


Under 
new 
federal regu- 


lations aimed at sex dis- 
crimination, the schools would 
have been required to put reve- 
nues from and contributions to 
those sports into a general fund. 
It would be used to be used to 
support, in equal measure, non- 
contact and minor sports in 
which women could field better- 
trained and better equipped 
teams than now exist. 


National sports organizations 


and college athletic directors 
have complained that major 
crowd-attracting sports like foot- 
ball and basketball, with their 
scholarship programs normally 
geared only to men, would be 
devastated without the bill. 


The bill, introduced by post- 


secondary education subcom- 
mittee Chairman James G. 
O'Hara, D-Mich., "will continue 
the inequities in sports all over 
this country for years to 
come," declared Rep.

7 seconds. 


"We hope to keep the program low profile so the kids 


don't feel they have to compete unless they want to," Seymour 
concluded 


Through his methods it appears coach Seymour has found a 


way to make his team a happy one and a winning one.

He's spent the last 29'/z years 


at Lincoln High and admits he 
hasn't changed much. "I still 
follow the same motto," he says, 
holding up a worn-out piece of 
cardboard inscribed in red 
letters with KISS (Keep It Sim- 
ple, Stupid). 


"That still applies to me," 


says Pfeiff with a hearty 
chuckle. "Someone gave that to 
me when I first started coaching 
football." 


Pfeiff has kept things simple 


for almost three decades — 10 
years as football coach and 
teacher, 10 years as dean of boys 
and athletic director and 10 
years as vice principal. 


At Ltacota Hlgh'i ceoteimiaJ 


reunion, Pfeiff recalls "seeing 
all kinds of people from all socio- 
economic levels. I wasn't en- 
vious of a person I saw. I can't 
think of anything I'd rather do 
with my life than work with 
young people. 


"I tried to stress to my kids 


the importance of doing 
something you enjoy doing. 
Otherwise, don't bother," Pfeiff 
says. 


Bill Pfeiff Jr., a 33-year-old 


Army major who is vacationing 
at his parents' Lincoln home 
before moving his own family to 
Japan, was sitting in a lawn 
chair, listening to his father. 


"Biff (a 32-year-old engineer 


in Kansas City) and I weren't 


near the athlete dad was, but we 
both got so much out of it," Bill 
offers. 


As a coach, Pfeiff indeed was 


demanding, according to Bill Jr. 
As a counselor, they don't come 
any friendlier. Pfeiff has 
touched the lives of hundreds 
with positive impact. 


"Each year, before school 


starts, I tell my staff the next 
best thing to being young is 
working with young people," 
relates Pfeiff. "Kids always 
deserve enthusiastic, well- 
prepared, 
responsible 


leadership. 


"There's a couple of times 


where maybe I could have made 


a move," says Pfeiff. "But 
there's too much satisfaction, 
staying with a school you've 
developed loyalties to. 


"The best thing about high 


school athletics is that kids come 
to you because they want to, not 
because of grant-in-aid or 
something similar," he adds. 


Lincoln High's athletic for- 


tunes have dipped in recent 
years, admits Pfeiff "But," he 
insists, "I'm not going down 
with the ship. Perhaps we need a 
few more athletes. But we'll 
come back. I recall times when 
some other schools were on the 
other end." 


Pfeiff credits a couple of Lin- 


coln sportswriters, Jack 


Donovan and Wayne Panter, for 
helping him change his coaching 
outlook. 


"I used to be a statistical nut," 


he explains. "In 1950, we out- 
downed and outyarded 
Northeast and got beat four 
touchdowns. Donovan wrote me 
and said, according to the 
rulebook, games are won on an 
accumulation of points. 


"Since we didn't have film in 


those days, I started going 
through the sportswriters' 
notebooks after games and 
found my coaching was doing 
more to interrupt the ball than 
my team," recalls Pfeiff. 


"My basic philosophy and 


guidance changed after 


analyzing the situation," says 
Pfeiff. "We started working on 
keeping the ball. The best 
defense is still possession of the 
ball." 


He also learned to keep things 


simple. "My teams played basic 
football. I was a single wing 
man. The T-formation meant 
excessive ball handling and 
therefore, more room for error. 


"I always thought you could 


run from a mud formation if you 
blocked and tackled and kept it 
simple," says Pfeiff 


Since such simplicity reaped 


so much success, it's no wonder 
Pfeiff stays with his "Keep It 
Simple, Stupid" philosophy. 


It's made him a wise man.

Gov'. J. James Exon on Tuesday called 
fcff a quick end to Nebra^’s membership 
in the Education Commission of Uie States 
(ECS). 
But some Nebraska education leaders 
support continued affiliation, and existing 
stitc law might shackle Exon's move to 
withdraw, possibly until as late as 1977. 
The 1967 Legislature enacted LB470, 
adopting the education compact and es­ 
tablishing Nebraska’s membership in ECS, 
founded in 1966. 
To withdraw from ECS, the law says the 
liOgislature must repeal LB470, but only a 
year after iuxon has given written notice of 
that intent to the governors of all the other 
member states. Currently, 44 other states, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands are EX’S 
members. 
Elxon said Tuesday, “If it’s necessary for 
me to write all of my fellow governors an­ 
nouncing my decision and the fact that we 
are pulling out” of ECS, “I'll take that ac­ 
tion.” 
But because some other states “are sold 
on the senices that are provided” by ECS, 
EXon added, ‘Tm hopeful that Nebraska 
can withdraw for its own reasons, without 
throwing an overall cloud on the future of 
that organization.” 
ECS Ser\ices 
EX'S provides research, publications, 
technical assistance and other requested 
services on education matters of concern in 
member states, ranging from collective 
bargaining and schooi finance to early 
childhood and special education 


Eicon line-item vetoed a $19,750 ap­ 
propriation in 1975-76 governor’s office 
funds that would have paid ECS dues ($14,- 
2501 and travel expenses for Nebraska ECS 
commissioners. 
“This," Exon explained in his May 22 
veto message to the Legislature, “ will 
allow us to withdraw from this multi-state 


compact, which I feel has been of little if 
any benefit to Nebraska.” 
Exon acknowledged Tuesday that ECS 
has provided services to the state “ that 
may have been helpful in some isolated in­ 
stances. But I don’t believe that’s been to 
the tune of $20,000 worth a year.” 
But the 1967 l^braska law also says, “ No 
withdrawal shall affect any liability in­ 
curred by, or chargeable to, a (member) 
state prior to . . . such withdrawal.” 
Exon said he hasn’t yet checked with At- 
ty. Cfen. Paul Douglas to learn if the line- 
item veto and nonpayment of dues would 
violate Nebraska’s continuing commitment 
to E(^ under LB470. 
Dues Still Owed 
Moreover, at ECS headquarters in 
Denver, communications director Sally V. 
Allen said Tuesday, “Nebraska has not yet 
paid us $5,250, which was the dues in­ 
crease” in 1974-75. Even if Nebraska 
withdraws, the state would be in arrears as 
well for 1975-76 dues, or a total of $19,500, 
she said. 
Tlie money, however, isn’t the main 
issue, said ECS Executive Director 
Wendell H. Pierce. He stressed that “ one 
of (Hir main missions” is communication 
on broad education issues affecting all 
member states. 
Pierce said he regrets Exon’s desire to 
end Nebraska’s membership in ECS, 
“because the very strength of such a com­ 
pact is based on participation of the states. 
What we do has to be used there. 
“ We feel they (Nebraskans) will lose 
some of the opportunities for improvement 
of education . . . 


Nebraska Education Commissioner 
Anne Campbell said she supports con­ 
tinued membership in ECS, because it can 
provide services more cheaply than 
Nebraska alone can buy them. 
An ECS commissioner herself. Dr. 
Campbell attended the organization’s an­ 
nual meeting last weekend in Kansas City. 


Others attending included Ross 
Rasmussen, prime sponsor of LB470 when 
he was a state senator, and now Nebraska 
State School Boards Association (NSSBA) 
executive director, and Sen. Frank Lewis 
of Bellevue, the Legislature’s Education 
Committee chairman. 
The Nebraska ECS commissioners 
named Lewis chairman pro tern to discuss 
continued membership with Exon. Lewis 
was unavailable for comment Tuesday. 


ECS Has ‘Broad Base’ 
Meanwhile, Rasmussen said, “I definite­ 
ly feel” ECS is “ a benefit.” It is “the only 
national organization which has such a 
broad base in representing education,” and 
not a biased segment such as ad­ 
ministrators or teachers. 
He added he hopes Fjcon “would review 
his position.” 
If Rasmussen and Dr. Campbell believe 
continued E(^ affiliation is valuable, Elxon 
said the NSSBA and the State Education 
Department budgets should pay for it. 


Would Be In 1977 
If Exon wrote the required letters to 
ECSmember governors and followed the 
one-year waiting requirement in LB470, 
the 1976 Legislature will already have met 
and adjourned, thus delaying action until 
1977. 


“I have heard indications,” Exon said, 
“ that at least some members of the 
Legislature are considering payment of any 
(E(!S) dues from legislative sources.” 
Meanwhile, LB470 stipulates formation 
of a “ Nebraska Education Council” 
separate from the state ECS com­ 
missioners, and which must meet at least 
three times a year. The council was never 
foimed. 
Dr. Campbell said that for Nebraska “to 
receive full benefit” from ECS under the 
law, “ we’re going to have to do some work 
internally” in setting up the statewide 
council.

Howells (AP) — The ecology 
movement is alive and collecting 
in Howells. 
Since 1971, the town of 700 
residents has been recycling 
newspapers, cans, glass and 
other items. 


David Eurek, the drive chair­ 
man, said “we would like to 
keep on recycling forever and 
ever. We are tr^g to show 
other towns that if you stick with 
it, people will cooperate.” 


Eurek, high school business 
teacher and a volunteer fireman, 
said he started the drive after 
attending an environmental in­ 
stitute at Bellingham, Wash. 


He received an environmental 
action award and silver cup from 
Gov. J. J.* Exon at a luncheon in 
Lincoln recently. 
Eurek said Howells residents 
are collecting enough material 
but are having a hard time fin­ 
ding buyers. 


“ The market for recyclable 
materials is not as good as it was 
when we started,” he said. “We 
are taking everything to Norfolk 
right now.” 


Money collected from the 
paper drives goes to the 
volunteer fire department and 
rescue squad. 


Gov. J. James Exon said 
Tuesday he’s reserving judgmeiil 
on President Ford’s proposal on 
how to put federal highway 
revenue to use in the future even 
though the governor said it 
appeared Ford is suggesting a 
“radical change.” 
Under the proposal, half the 
money collected from the four- 
cent-a-gallon federal gasoline tax 
would go to the general treasury 
and would be allocated from 
there for highway purposes. 
Money now is jchanneled 
through the federal highway 
trust fund to the states. 
Under the distribution for­ 
mula contained in the proposal, 
Nebraska would get $17.7 
million in rural highway money, 
$3.8 million for urban hi^ways 
and $4.4 million for highway 
safety. 
The Ford administration said 
primary emphasis is given in the 
proposal to the completion of 
the interstate system and the 
figures released in Washington 
did not include interstate 
allocations. 
However, Nebraska officials 
have for some time been con­ 
cerned about continued 
emphasis on the interstate when 
Nebraska has its system virtually 
constructed. Those officials said 
they feared substantial losses, 
which they said in reality 
amounted to penalties, just 
because the state is well ahead 
of most others in getting its 
share of the interstate system 
completed. 
Under the federal highway 
money allocation schedule for 
1976, Nebraska stands to receive 


a total of $52.7 million from the 
highway trust fund. 
The breakdown includes: in­ 
terstate, $14.4 million; primary 
highways, $13.9 n^lion; primary 
priority projects, $3.7 million; 
secondary highways, $7.8 
million; urban extensions of 
primary and secondary 
highways, $1.7 million; urban 
system, $4.3 million; planning, 
$800,000; economic 
growth 
projects, $1.8 million; as well as 
$4.2 million for safety projects. 
Exon also said it appeared to 
him that once the fuel tax money 
goes into the general treasury, 
highway needs would be com­ 
peting with other needs, such as 
welfare, for the return of that 
money. 


Marsh: Illegal 
To Leave Kids 
Alone In Autos 
Lincoln Sen. Shirley Marsh 
said Tuesday that it is illegal in 
Nebraska to leave children un­ 
der 6 
unattended in an 
automobile. 
She said the law also says that 
anyone seeing unattended 
children in an automobile must 
make a report to police. 
Sen. Marsh’s statement was 
issued after two children, left in 
a car in Wichita, Kan., last 
weekend, died from the inten­ 
sive heat.

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Exon Asks State Leave ECS

Gov. J. James Exon on Tuesday called 


for a quick end to Nebraska's membership 
in the Education Commission of the States 
(ECS). 


But some Nebraska education leaders 


support continued affiliation, and existing 
state law might shackle Exon's move to 
withdraw, possibly until as late as 1977. 


The 1967 Legislature enacted LB470, 


adopting the education compact and es- 
tablishing Nebraska's membership in ECS, 
founded in 1966. 


To withdraw from ECS, the law says the 


Legislature must repeal LB470, but only a 
year after Exon has given written notice of 
that intent to the governors of all the other 
member states. Currently, 44 other states, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands are ECS 
members. 


Exon said Tuesday, "If it's necessary for 


me to write all of my fellow governors an- 
nouncing my decision and the fact that we 
are pulling out" of ECS, "I'll take that ac- 
tion." 


But because some other states "are sold 


on the services that are provided" by ECS, 
Exon added. "I'm hopeful that Nebraska 
can withdraw for its own reasons, without 
throwing an overall cloud on the future of 
that organization." 


ECS Services 


ECS provides research, publications, 


technical assistance and other requested 
services on education matters of concern in 
member states, ranging from collective 
bargaining and school finance to early 
childhood and special education. 


Exon line-item vetoed a $19,750 ap- 


propriation in 197&-76 governor's office 
funds that would have paid ECS dues ($14,- 
250) and travel expenses for Nebraska ECS 
commissioners. 


"This," Exon explained in his May 22 


veto message to the Legislature, "will 
allow us to withdraw from this multi-state 


compact, which I feel has been of little if 
any benefit to Nebraska." 


Exon acknowledged Tuesday that ECS 


has provided services to the state "that 
may have been helpful in some isolated in- 
stances. But I don't believe that's been to 
the tune of 120,000 worth a year." 


But the 1967 Nebraska law also says, "No 


withdrawal shall affect any liability in- 
curred by, or chargeable to, a (member) 
state prior to ... such withdrawal." 


Exon said be hasn't yet checked with At- 


ty. Gen. Paul Douglas to learn if the line- 
item veto and nonpayment of dues would 
violate Nebraska's continuing commitment 
to ECS under LB470. 


Dues Still Owed 


Moreover, at ECS headquarters in 


Denver, communications director Sally V. 
Allen said Tuesday, "Nebraska has not yet 
paid us $5,250, which was the dues in- 
crease" in 1974-75. Even if Nebraska 
withdraws, the state would be in arrears as 
well for 1975-76 dues, or a total of $19,500, 
she said. 


The money, however, isn't the main 


issue, said ECS Executive Director 
Wendell H. Pierce. He stressed that "one 
of our main missions" is communication 
on broad education issues affecting all 
member states. 


Pierce said he regrets Exon's desire to 


end Nebraska's membership in ECS, 
"because the very strength of such a com- 
pact is based on participation of the states. 
What we do has to be used there. 


"We feel they (Nebraskans) will lose 


some of the opportunities for improvement 
of education . .. 


Nebraska Education Commissioner 


Anne Campbell said she supports con- 
tinued membership in ECS, because it can 
provide services more cheaply than 
Nebraska alone can buy them. 


An ECS commissioner herself, Dr. 


Campbell attended the organization's an- 
nual meeting last weekend in Kansas City. 


Others attending included Ross 
Rasmussen, prime sponsor of LB470 when 
he was a state senator, and now Nebraska 
State School Boards Association (NSSBA) 
executive director, and Sen. Frank Lewis 
of Bellevue, the Legislature's Education 
Committee chairman. 


The Nebraska ECS commissioners 


named Lewis chairman pro tern to discuss 
continued membership with Exon. Lewis 
was unavailable for comment Tuesday. 


ECS Has 'Broad Base' 


Meanwhile, Rasmussen said, "I definite- 


ly feel" ECS is "a benefit." It is "the only 
national organization which has such a 
broad base in representing education," and 
not a biased segment such as ad- 
ministrators or teachers. 


He added he hopes Exon "would review 


his position." 


If Rasmussen and Dr. Campbell believe 


continued ECS affiliation is valuable, Exon 
said the NSSBA and the State Education 
Department budgets should pay for it. 


Would Be In 1977 


If Exon wrote the required letters to 


ECS-member governors and followed the 
one-year waiting requirement in LB470, 
the 1976 Legislature will already have met 
and adjourned, thus delaying action until 
1977. 


"I have heard indications," Exon said, 


"that at least some members of the 
Legislature are considering payment of any 
(ECS) dues from legislative sources." 


Meanwhile, LB470 stipulates formation 


of a "Nebraska Education Council" 
separate from the state ECS com- 
missioners, and which must meet at least 
three times a year. The council was never 
formed. 


Dr. Campbell said that for Nebraska "to 


receive full benefit" from ECS under the 
law, "we're going to have to do some work 
internally" in setting up the statewide 
council.

are collecting enough material 
but are having a hard tune fin- 
ding buyers. 


"The market for recyclable 


materials is not as good as it was 
when we started," he said. "We 
are taking everything to Norfolk 
right now." 


Money collected from the 


paper drives goes to the 
volunteer fire department and 
rescue squad. 


Gov. J. James Exon said 


Tuesday he's reserving judgment 
on President Ford's proposal on 
how to put federal highway 
revenue to use in the future even 
though the governor said it 
appeared Ford is suggesting a 
"radical change." 


Under the proposal, half the 


money collected from the four- 
cent-a-gallon federal gasoline tax 
would go to the general treasury 
and would be allocated from 
there for highway purposes. 


Money now is Channeled 


through the federal highway 
trust fund to the states. 


Under the distribution for- 


mula contained in the proposal, 
Nebraska would get $17.7 
million in rural highway money, 
$3.8 million for urban highways 
and $4.4 million for highway 
safety. 


The Ford administration said 


primary emphasis is given in the 
proposal to the completion of 
the interstate system and the 
figures released in Washington 
did not include interstate 
allocations. 


However, Nebraska officials 


have for some time been con- 
cerned about continued 
emphasis on the interstate when 
Nebraska has its system virtually 
constructed. Those officials said 
they feared substantial losses, 
which they said in reality 
amounted to penalties, just 
because the state is well ahead 
of most otheis in getting its 
share of the interstate system 
completed. 


Under the federal highway 


money allocation schedule for 
1976, Nebraska stands to receive 


a total of $52.7 million from the 
highway trust fund. 


The breakdown includes: in- 


terstate, $14.4 million; primary 
highways, $13.9 million; primary 
priority projects! $3.7 million; 
secondary highways, $7.8 
million; urban extensions of 
primary and secondary 
highways, $1.7 million; urban 
system, $4.3 million; planning, 
$800,000; economic growth 
projects, $1.8 million: as well as 
$4.2 million for safety projects. 


Exon also said it appeared to 


him that once the fuel tax money 
goes into the general treasury, 
highway needs would be com- 
peting with other needs, such as 
welfare, for the return of that 
money.

ment sources but served to set 
off a wild buying spree remenis- 
cent of 1972. T hat was the year 
huge Russian purchases of 
wheat at fairly low prices set off 
a bull market in grains that did 
not end until late in the year. 
Ilie advances in the maJcY {Xts 
this session hit limits twice and 
remained locked in those 
positions at the close. There 
were millions of bushels of 
wheat, corn, oats and soybeans {Jar 
to be bought but there were no 
sellers. T he market had no 
selling contingent even when 
word filtered to the floor that 
the Agriculture Department in 
Washington could not confirm 
any recent Russian grain 
purchases. 
Soybean oil advanced the limit 
of 100 points or 1 cent a pound 
and meal closed $7 higher. Iced 
broilers closed unchanged to 
about 
cent a pound lower. 
Domestic gold futures ad­ 
vanced up to $2.50. The market 
thus recaptured its Monday 
losses on word that Russia was 
selling gold.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


stock market, still moving in 
step with interest rate develop- 
ments, recovered part of a wide 
early loss Tuesday to finish 
moderately lower. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials, down more than 6 
points after the first hour, closed 
out the day with a 3.29 loss at 
85779. 


Declines outnumbered ad- 


vances 799 to 622 among the 1,- 
835 issues traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange. Losers 
had predominated by as much as 
3 to 1 in the early going. 


Big Board volume increased to 


18.99 million shares from Mon- 
day's 2Vi-week low of 15.85 
million. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock 


index showed a .15 drop at 93.39. 
and the NYSE's composite index 
was off .07 at 49.96. 


Brokers ascribed the early 


declines to continued anticipa- 
tion of some quarter-point in- 
creases soon in the bank prime 
lending rate, which now stands 
generally at 7 per cent. 


A move to 7V4 per cent in the 


key rate on corporate loans has 
been widely forecast because of 
the recent upswing in short term 
rates in the open market, which 
are a major determinant of 
banks' costs of obtaining funds. 


When those money rates took 


a downward turn at midmorn- 
ing, stocks began a mild and in- 
termittent recovery through the 
rest of the session. 


Brokers said the attempt at a 


rebound was restrained partly by 
uncertainty over the Federal 
Reserve's credit policy. 


The Fed's operations in the 


money markets during the day 
were interpreted as signaling a 
continued desire by the central 
bank to cool off the growth of 
the money supply by supporting 
interest rates.
